PART  4.  --  SUPPLY 

401.  WEAPON  SYSTEM  DESIGNATORS .--a.   A  review  of  the  procedures  being  utili- 
zed In  preparation  of  Request  for  Issue  (DA  Form  2765)  reveals  that  Weapons 
System  Designators  are  not  being  entered  in  Block  G  of  the  requests  in  many 
instances.   AR  710-2,  Change  3,  paragraph  2-18c(l)  states  that:   "All  requests, 
regardless  of  priority,  submitted  for  Items  in  support  of  a  designated  weapons 
system  (App  H,  AR  710-2  and  Figure  6-2M/7-2M,  SOP  USPFO  MONT),  will  include  the 
weapons  system  designator  code  in  Block  18  (Block  G  by  SOP)  of  the  request. 
This  requirement  is  separate  from  the  requirements  for  requests  which  qualify 
as  NORS/ANORS,  which  additionally  require  the  letter  "G"  to  be  entered  as  a 
part  of  the  document  number" 

b.   It  is  absolutely  essential  that  all  requests  include  the  appropriate  wea- 
pon system  designator  code  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  AR  and  to  satisfy 
management  systems, 

402 .  LAUNCHER  ROCKET  66MM  4  TUBE  (LIN  L45250) .— This  item  of  equipment  is  be- 
ginning to  be  provided  to  the  ARNG.   TM  3-1055-456-12  applicable  to  the  M202A1 
and  TM  3-1055-218-12  applicable  to  the  XM202  contain  specific  operating  in- 
structions.  An  interim  manual  change  is  forthcoming  with  the  following  warn- 
ing: 

"WARNING,  DO  NOT  hand  rotate  firing  pin  mechanism  as  this  can  cause 
initial  round  to  fire  upon  full  release  of  trigger  assembly.   Assure 
that  all  firing  pins  are  in  the  retracted  position  before  loading." 

403.  SHELF-LIFE  FOR  MEAL  COMBAT  INDIVIDUAL. --a.   Regulations  require  that  com- 
bat meals  be  stored  under  specific  warehouse  conditions  and  each  lot  number  has 
an  assigned  shelf-life  at  which  time,  a  veterinary  inspection  must  be  accomplish* 
to  determine  their  suitability  for  issue.   Subsequent  to  the  expiration  of  the 
shelf-life,  rations  must  be  re- inspected  each  six  (6)  months.   Because  depots 
issue  the  oldest  lots  first,  we  sometimes  receive  lots  very  near  their  shelf- 


life  expiration  and  unless  consumed  in  a  short  time,  will  require  inspection. 

b.   Because  of  the  above  requirements,  units  are  requested  to  carefully  evalu- 
ate their  requirements  to  prevent  over-stocking  of  rations.   Excess  rations 
should  be  turned  in  to  USPFO  as  soon  as  possible  when  it  is  determined  that  they 
will  not  be  consumed  in  the  very  near  future  to  permit  re- issue  and  comsumption 
prior  to  their  requiring  veterinary  inspection. 

404.   WEAR  POLICY  FOR  THE  ARMY  GREEN  PANTSUIT.— a.   AR  670-30. 

b.   DA  message  281933Z  Jun  76,  Subject:   Wear  Policy  for  the  Army  Green  Pant- 
suit.   Pending  change  to  AR  670-30,  Army  women  are  authorized  year-round  wear 
of  the  Tunic,  Turtleneck  Army  Green  Shade  413,  or  the  Women's  Shirtwaist,  White 
or  Tan,  with  the  women's  Army  Green  Pantsuit.   Ref  B  stated  that  the  shirtwaist 
was  only  worn  during  summer  wear  periods.
